Lo ndo n.:—So lutio n o f a great o cean 
mystery is o ffered ¡it lust in a simple 
ex planatio n, declared to be the true 
sto ry o f the Atlantic sailing ship, 
Marie Celeste. 
Fifty-fo ur years ago a passing ship 
signaled the Marie Celeste, which was 
flying full sails. 
There was no re­ 
spo nse. On investigatio n it was fo und 
there was no living thing abo ard the 
vessel but a o at, sleeping peacefully. 
The ship's lo g had no t been written 
in fo r 13 days. 
But it was evident 
that the vessel had no t been deserted 
that lo ng, fo r the crew o f the inves­ 
tigating ship fo und fo o d still warm in 
the galley, and a fire in the sto ve was 
just dying. 
Sto ry o f the Mystery.

Lee Kaye, autho r o f the sto ry, de­ 
clares he o btained the details fro m 
Jo hn 
Pemberto n, seventy-seven, the 
co o k lent to the Marie Celeste, who , 
lie says, is still alive.
